Price McKinney of Cleveland, | 
Retired and Worth. Millions, 
Had Seemed in Good Spirits..

CLEVELAND, O., 
Price McKinney, 63 years old, an 
outstanding figure and pioneer in 
the iron and steel industry, ended 
his life late yesterday by shooting 
himself through the head in his 
country home, Ridgemere Farm, 
Wickliffe. He recently had suf- 
fered an attack of influenza but 
it was thought that he had re- | 
covered. 3 

McKinney was found dead 
let from a pistol having pierced his 
brain. Only one person in the 
household, a maid, heard the shot 
fired, but she could not locate its 
source and spoke to no one about 
it, until half an hour later, when 
Harry Walker, steward on the es- 
tate, arrived from the city. This 
iwas at 4 p. m. 

Members of the household re- 
lated. that McKinney had taken 
lunch with his eldest son, Regan, 
16, at which time he seemed in 
high spirits and more 
than he had been for some time.

It is a stout truism that “If you want to know why 


your business is failing, ask a successful com- 


petitor.” 

Wherefore, the testimony of Sir Frederick Lewis, 
who headed the British Chamber of Shipping during 
the war, and now is president of 34 British shipping 
and insurance companies, would seem convincing. 
Sir Frederick was asked the other day to tell what 


is wrong with the American merchant marine. 
“Your vessels have full cargoes leaving the United 
States, but they come back empty,” said Sir Freder- 
ick. “Your Pacific lines, for instance, carry wheat, 
steel rails and lumber to China and Japan—in other 
words, bulk cargoes. But when your ships come back 
they are lucky to get a little silk, tea. a few tons of 
straw braid and some eggs—ali small stuff which 
doesn’t fill a ship.” : 
The gist of the trouble, argued this British ship- 
ping authority, is that the United States sells more 
than we buy, Our merchant flects sail across too 
much “dead mileage” with empty holds. We have 
not the almost perfect balance between imports and 
exports which England maintains because of its in- 
sular position. Sir Frederick concluded his inter-

Sir: Your Vinita Park and Valley Park 
correspondents who are at present engaged 
in an amicable discussion of the relative 
merits and value of frogs inhabiting their 
respective localities will perhaps be inter- 
ested, from a purely scientific angle, in a 
very peculiar species of frog which is said 
to inhabit the Swashin Valley, particularly 
the headwaters of this stream in the vicini- 
ty of Bird’s Bluff, south of De Soto.

During my early boyhood in De Soto I 
was quite friendly with a one-legged an- 
cient, of African extraction, who swore upon 
all that was holy that his limb had been 
amputated at a single bite by one of these 
monsters. AS I recall the story, the negro 
had gone to Bird’s Bluff in the dark of 
the moon for the purpose of gathering a 
few herbs upon the creek bank, a common 
practice of that period. Forced to work 
without a light—as the effect produced by 
the herbs when made up into medicine de- 
pended largely upon the method of their 
gathering—-he had stumbled upon the frog 
just as it was emerging from one of the 
many caves that honeycomb the cliffs at 
that point, heard, too late, the hissing 
scream, saw the outline of the reptile by 
a phosphorous light which it emanated, and 
found himself running wildly back in the 
direction of town. His excitement was so 
great that he did not discover the loss of 
his leg until, passing a street lamp at the 
edge of the city, he saw that he was run- 
ning upon but one foot. 

I do not vouch for the authenticity of this 
tale, but I know it to be a fact that, when 
I knew him, even the slightest chirp of a 
tree toad would throw this old darky into 
a panic of fear.

A net 
of transparent black silk, imported 
from England, is prepared for each 
flag, and after its restoration, the 
net is put over the flag and stitched 
to it so that the net supports the 
weight of the time-worn material, 
which might otherwise pull apart. 

More than 100 of the wartime 
emblems of Illinois have been thus 
prepared. Flags of the Mexican 
war were treated first. When tie 
Civil War flags were taken up, it 
was found that much of the work 
of the Springfield women of 1865- 
66 would have to be undone. They 
sewed the flags to tarletan. This 
backing is being removed in the 
new process.
